The first. mecting-of the Commis- 
sioners appointed to inquire into the 
working of the Contagious Diseases 
Ordinances of 1857 and 1867, was 
held. on the 24th November 1877, | 
when the whole of tlhe members were 
present, and Mr. 'T. ©, Haylar was 
elected chairman. After discussing 
preliminaries, and arranging the | 
scope and plan of the enquiry, the 
legitimate business of the mecting 
commenced with the examination of 
Mr. Cecil Clementi Smith, the Re- 
gistrar General and Colonial Trea- 
surer of the colony. The detailed 
labors of the Commissioners, lasting 
fore period ofabout cighteen months, 
have been published in a special 
volume by the Government, and form 
‘a most revolting record of, prurient 
filthiness, surpassing anything we 
have ever read. / 

- In December 1878 My. Hayllar and 
Dr. Hitel, Mr. Keswick having tem- 
porarily left the colony, sent ina 
comprehensive report on the evidence 
brought before them which occupies 
53 pages of closely printed foolscap. 
The opinions of these twd members 
ofthe Commission may bebriefly sum- 
marised as follows:—Prosecutions 
condueted under the Ordinances: of 
1857 and 1867 were admitted to have 
been attended with scrious scapdals 


‘. and abuses; and the system of em- 


ploying informers in the detection of 
illicit prostitution was emphatically 
condemned, as it had proved quite 
ineffectual in suppressing either un- 
licensed houses, or unregistered pros- 
The: Brothel Laws, it was 
contended, had neither checked nor 
modified the spread of disease, and 
rather- to --licensed—than—to-—un-,. 
registered houses was to be at- 
tributed the usual source of infec- 
tion, Houses: for the sole use, of 


“Chinese had! not been in any ap- 


preciable way benefited by Govern- 
ment supervision, and such places 
should never have beon made’ sources 

The employment of 
Inspectors and Interpreters had fre- 
quently been the source of abuse and 
corruption, a3 the work they have to 
perform is so demoralising; and some-

arrived at.conclusions which did not 
coincide with those-of Mr. T. ©. 
-Hayllar and Dr. Bitel, the recommen- 
idation was simply limited to the 
extent that all prosecutions against 
the keepes and inmates of walicen- 
sed brothers be abandoned. It was 
further recommended that licenses 
should be strictly limited to houses 
for the accomodation of foreigners, 
and tliat prosccutions against women 
for offences, which. need not be 
detailed, should be abandoned al- 
together, 

On the 27th March, 1879, Mr. 
Keswick forwarded a note in which 
he entirely disagreed with the opi- 
nions of his brother Commissioners, 
excepting in regard. to abuses of a 
serious character, which he admitted, 
had undoubtedly occurred ; but 
which, he sensibly remarked, seemed 
inevitable in working Acts which 
required the services of the lowest 
classes of Europeans and natives.

Nor can it be 
maintained on reliable evidence that 
it is to licensed, rather than to unro- 
gistered houses that the source of 
this evil must belooked for: It will 
be conceded that laws, no matter af 
how. objectionable character they 
may be, must have some officers to 
carry them out; so that the Com- 
missioners’ remarks about the em- 
ployment of Inspectors and Inter- 
preters. being a frequent source of 
corruption, without suggesting any 
adequate substitute for these objec- 
Hionable functionaries, can hardly be 
considered of much, if of any, mate- 
rial consequence to the subject. So

The Ordinances have not been 
repealed, and we believe that we are 
correct in stating that the business 
of the Registrar-Gencral’s depart- 
ment is managed exactly as it was 
before, with the single exception that | 
informers are no longer employed, 
and’ proscentions of keepers, of un- 
licensed houses have ceased. . This 
is surely a paltry return for such an 
expenditure of money, time, ink, and 
paper, indicate.l inthe publication of 
that expensive and expansive volame 
which details the manifold labours 
of the Commission! A walk through 
our strects at night time. will soon 
convinte unbelievers that unlicensed 
houses have inercased fifty fold during 
tho past two years, with the inevit- 
able results of increasing’ infection, 
and filling our streets with the very 
worst class of women. This is not 
what was expected from the Com- 
mission. If the Registrar-General’s 
department wants re-organising, let 
stops beatonce taken to have it placed. 
in working order, so that the Ordinan- 
ces may be fairly and properly earricd 
out. If the present Inspectors. are 


not fit for their work, let others be 
appointed who can. be trusted, and at | 


a salary which will place them out- 
side of the fear of being corrupted. 
Give these officers a proper status in 
the Goverment service, and do not 
encourage or jfeymit other officers 
to speak of them in terms of con- 
tempt and disparagement.
